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REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action dated January 26, 2005. 

Claims 15-17, 19-24, 30, 32-34 and 36-38 are amended, claims 39-43 remain withdrawn, 
no claims are canceled, and no claims are added. Thus, claims 15-38 remain pending in this 
application. 

Double Patenting Rejection 
Claims 15-38 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-23 of U.S. Patent No. 6,312,388. 
Applicant will consider filing a Terminal Disclaimer when the claims are otherwise found to be 
in condition for allowance. The Examiner is invited to call Applicant's below-named 
representative to address this issue when the claims are otherwise found to be allowable. 

§772, 1 st Paragraph Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 15-38 were rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph. Applicant has amended 
claims 15-17, 19-24, 30, 32-34 and 36-38 to clarify that sensed cardiac complex parameter 
values are compared to predetermined cardiac complex parameter values. Applicant respectfully 
asserts that no new matter is added in making the amendments, as support for the amendments 
can be found at least at page 13, lines 25-28 of the specification. 

Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejection, and reconsideration and 
allowance of claims 15-38. 

§772, 2 nd Paragraph Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 15-38 were rejected under 35 USC § 112, second paragraph. As stated above, 
Applicant has amended claims 15-17, 19-24, 30, 32-34 and 36-38 to clarify that sensed cardiac 
complex parameter values are compared to predetermined cardiac complex parameter values. 
Applicant respectfully asserts that no new matter is added in making the amendments, as support 
for the amendments can be found at least at page 13, lines 25-28 of the specification.
